Had not Raphael 
Hrbin the famous Painter, juſt reaſon ( when 
he was challenged for laying too much co- 
lour on the faces of. Peter and Paul) to fay 
that he did it purpoſely to repreſent them 
bluſhing in heaven ro ſee the Church ſway- 
ed by ſuch S:cceſlors? Succeſſors (to con- 
eradict 
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tradi the old Gloſs) rather to Avgufizs the 
Emperour, than Peter the Fiſher ; And whac 
do we think the head of the Church above, 
will ſay of her head below? What my Vicar 
and thus gay and pompous ? was this my garb 
whiles 1 was on the earth? What a perfect 
copy is here of my meekneſs and humili- 
ty? Was I lackied and congyed by great 
Princes? Was my toe ever reach't out to 
be kiſſed by the great Potentates of the 
earth > Did not I when I ſtood deſpicably 
to be judged by Pilate, fay, My King- John 18. 36. 
dom 1s not of this World ? Did not I fay ro 
my Diſciples, Yos non fic, It ſhall not be 
ſo with you. Here I confeſs I ſtick; but 
ſome of che learned ſociety will ealily take 
me off. 

Perhaps ſome malevolents will be apt to 
Jay in our diſh the example of Heraclizs the Andronicrs de 
Emperour , who having got a peice of our Terra Sanita. 
Saviours Croſs would have carried it in 
princely ſtate through the High-ſtreer of Je- 
ruſalew; and beings bravely mounted was 
entering through the guilded gate with that 
intention; but being mer by the grave Pa- 
triarch Zacharias, and admoniſhed how lit- 
tle that pomp would agree to the prelidenc 
of his crucified Saviour, who in no leſs hn- 
mility than diſgrace , walked ſadly with his 
croſs on his ſhoulders, through thoſe ſtreets 
towards his Calvarie ; preſently alighred, dif- 
robed himſelf, paſſed mournfully on foot 
along that very way which his Saviour had 
rrodden before him; as holding ic more

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meet to imitate the lowly dejeRtedneſs of 
his bleſſed Redeemer, than ro Triumph in 
che joy of ſo precious a Relique.

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What a merry world it is then with thoſe 
under the Roman obedience, Who is ſo blind 
char ſees not ? For firſt as it was ſaid of Athens 
long (ince,that that City alone had more Fealits 
than all Greece beſide ; ſo may we ſay of Rowe 
and her appurtenants,that ſhe hath, and makes, 
and keeps more Feſtivals than all the reſt of 
Chriſtendom pur together ; Tertulliaz could 
ſay of old, that only thoſe fifty Holydays be- 
twixt Eaſter and Whitſontide (which the ancient 


' Church kept with ſo cheerful regard, that in 


that ſpace no man did ſo much as de genicults a- 
dirare ) were more thanthe ſuperſtitious Hea- 
then kept all the whole year through ; What 
would that witty African ſay if he now lived 
to ſee the multitude of Play-days which were 
enacted and ſolemnly obſerved by our Roman 
Law-givers. 

If you know not, they have their double, 
and half double Feſtivals; the double both 
greater and lefler ; In the Clementine recogni- 
tion of the Breviarie diſtinguiſhr into four 
ranks, of all which, if need were, I could give 
you a perfe& Calender, all in red letters. Let ir 
be ſufficient to know that the half-double Fe- 
ſtivals with the Sundays exceed the number of 
130. as their Gavantw hath punually reck- 
oned ; and that the Double Feltivals of 
Saints, belides thoſe (nora few) of Chriſt and 
his bleſſed Mother inthe Reman Calender are 
64. where note by the way, that the Lords- 
days are bur half-donble Feſtivals, whereas 
many Saints days are ( D-»plicia majora ) the 
oreater kind of Double Feiriyals,and my ob- 
erVa- 
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 ſervations after High Maſs is accordingly. 
Good reafon that the waiters ſhould be ſet and

»ercy ; But 1t is no matter for that , whiles 
our learned Caſn;ſts aſſure us, that nor a full 
and abſolate aRt of the will, bur a meer vel- 
leity to leave a ſin, is ground enough for a 
perfeR pardon and clear abſolution, which [ 
hope is an esfier way, then is propoſed by the 
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crabbed oppofires, who ſtand peremptorily 


- upon the neceſsity of an hearty forrow and 


deep compunRion of the ſoul, with an earneſt 
loathing and deteſtation of the ſin, to the ob- 
taining-of remiſsion. 

I like not theſe ſevere and crnel Task- 
maſters, which make the way co Heaven more 
ſrait and difficule then ie is. Give me thoſe 
plauſible and indiligent DoQors, that profeſs 
by the very a&t of Sacramental penance to 
change the eternal puniſhments of hell, into 
the Temporal of Purgatory : and to buy off 
the temporal rorments of Purgatory with 
the purchaſe of Indulgences : ſo as now 
hell is quic, Purgatory diſcharged, and Hea- 
ven opened : and, Hey then, up go We: 
and is not this a more eaſie and pleaſing way 
to glory, trow we, then ſtrivingto refiſt our 
fins unto blood, to offer an holy violence to 
our ſouls, in mortifying our evil and corrupt 
affeRions ? to curb and reftrain our ſenſual 
defires 7 to labour hard in bringing aur rebelli. 
ous hearts to the obedience of faich, to crucifie 
the old man, and fo ſayl co Heayen in a flood 
of tears?

> om the way benever ſo ſmooth and fair, 
yet if we be not ſure it leads ns aright, we 
walk witb diffident eps, and know not whe- 
ther ir were not better to repent us of every 
pace that we meaſure in that progreſsion : 
But when we are aſſured of the direQneſs of 
our paths, we paſs on cheerfully, though in a 
more unpleafing track. Ir is therefore a fur. 
ther praiſe of the Roman faith, that in all her 
'Tenets of Religion, it is not more ecaſie and 
plauſible ro incertain any, then ſure to hold : 
How ſhould it be otherwiſe, ſince it is one of 
the main Pcinciples of her faith, that her head 
cannot erre ? and ſurely, let her undertake for 
her bead, ( wherein the Loco-motive faculty 
lies ) I dare for the body: As a man, as a 
private DoQor, as Tnnocentizs, he may chance 
to erre, but as Pope JInnocentizs he cannot : 
now, ſome blunt andiſtinguiſhing Germar 
would be ready to ask ( as one of them did 
in the like caſe ) if the man, the Doctor, the 
Innocentius ſhould go to hell, what would 
become of the Pope ? but theſe cavils are for 
wantof wit and grace, to know the iafallibility 
feoffed upon Sr. Peters chair, whoſoever he be 
that fits 1n it. 

For did not our Sayiour ſay, to that Prime 
_ | Apoftle, 
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Apoſtle, 7 bave prayed for thee that thy faith 
fail nut , which (though che Heretiques 
would make us believe, that ic re'pected only 
the perſonal faith of Peter, which Satan would 
ſpeedily endeayour to ſhake by that tempting 
cribration) yet (according to the rule of 
Faveres Amplianas ) we mult know is to be 
extended to all that ſhou'd pretend ever after 
co be his ſucceſſors, whether righe, or wrong ? 
And when he ſaid Literally, Thon art Peter, 
heſaid in eff:R, Thou art Tnnecentins ( for his 
ſucceſſor and heareallone) and wpon thee will 
1 build my Church , which coudtleſs is co 
other then the Church of Rome, though the 
peremptory Oppoſites ſay, Rome was nor 
then thought of for a Church, nor mary a fair

Yea what do nibling at particulars , let it be 
granted that 150, of chem were ApotaQical, 
and Apoſtatical miſcreants, as Genebrard him- 
ſelf confeſſeth, yet they can no more erre in 
the Chair, then their flicterers could fay true, 
Their Bisgrapher Maſſonns notes it for a fin-

of the Church , and that ir is the Church alone 
which gives authority co the Scripture, if nor 
primarily in it ſelf, yer ſecondarily ro us : The 
miſ-conſtruRion whereof is that which vainly 
puffs themup in an high conceir of their own 
erroneous opinions ; although let an in- 
different eye look upoa them, it will eafily 
find them to be no ſriends to Rome. Luther 


tells us of one of the Ele&ors, the Arch-Biſhop Convive 


of M:#ts,who by chance had light upon a Bible, 
and for four hours ſpace read in it ferioully ; 
one of his Council ſeeing bim, askt his High-

thers; Let the Hereticks bugp their Scriptures 
in their boſome , as the only guides and 
grounds of their faich; Let us pitch ſecurely 
vpon that firm rock of the Charch whereon 
the fond refraRaries will needs wilfully ſplic 
themſelves.

vituals, for helping him ſo much the ſooner 
into Heaven, But above all thoſe thouſands 
that might be inſtanced in this kind, St. Frax- 
cis is worthy to bear away the Bell, who tro 
a poor man that craved his alms, gave all his 
Clothes, and ſtood naked the while till he 
could be recruited with ſome other rags; and 
ro a poor woman likewiſe begging of him, 
finding by .the information of one of his 
Diſciples that they had nothing lefe but the 
book of the holy Goſpels, out of which they 
were to read the leſſons of divine ſervice, 
could ſay, Da hnic ſorori noſtre librum Evange- 
li; : Give this our Siſter the book of the Go- 
ſpel, fo parting with thar at laſt which ( as he 
conceived ) had bidden him to pive all away. 
Neither would he admit of any man into the 
Society of his Order, but ſuch a one as was 
of his own diet, rotaliter expropriatns , wil- 
lingly ſtripe of all, in an holy bounty, and 
contempt ofthe world; In ſo much as when 
one of his Brotherhood earneſtly ſued to him 
that he would allow him to have bur a Pſalter 
co read on, and being denyed , he renewed 
bis requeſt more vehemently , St. Fraxcis be- 
ing overcome with his 'importunity, yeilded 
ſo far asto refer him to his ſervants judge- 
nent in the point ; bat after his ſecond 
41 ENS.

How {tritly and curiouſly this rule of his 
is obſerycd, by his followers, rhe world can 
well witneſs ; let Krantzins ſpeak for thereſt, 
who tells us that cheſe men may take up 
Sr. Pauls words in a contrary ſenſe, as hay- 
ing nothing , y:t poſſeſſing all things , 
( 2 Cor. 3,10.) Meet ſons for fo bountifull 
a Mother; of whoſe munificence there are 
no bounds ; Who can expreſs the numbers 
and extent of her Indulgences, and gracious 
conceſſions of all kinds; which how free they 
are, the Taxi Cameri Apoſtolicd can fully te- 
ſifie : As for the pardons of Covur'e granted 
for ſins of ordinary incurſion, put caſe for 
Adulteries and other leſs crimes : as Alexander

Let him purchaſe one of theſe pow- 
erfull Bulls, by vertne whereof he ſhall be 
enabled ro chooſe a Confeſlary for his own 
cooth:; To whom faculty is thereby granted 
ro ablolve him, and to gratifie him with a 
plenary Indulgence in what caſe ſoever ſhall 
be propounded ; which was according to the 
old DoQrine that Terzel the great Pardon- 
morger, Luthers good friend taught, and 
wrote; that the Popes Indulgences could re- 
mit and pardon thoſe fins which a man in. 
renced ro commit in time to come : Now if 
any crafty chapman ſhall have made ſuch ill 
uſe of this wholſome Doctrine, as to drive the 
bargain with a well-meaning Penitentiary, for 
pardon of a concealed fin, purpoſed io be 
done hy him, and ſhall thereby mean / as 
the Tale go:s ) his robbing of the Pardon- 
mor;:er himſelf , and caſing bim of his car- 
| X ED riage 
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riage ; for my part I ſhall hold him worthy 
of no leſs puniſhment, then to be curſed with 
Bell, Book and Candle. 

Another improvement of the free hand of 
our holy Mother, much of kind to the former, 
is the large diſpenſations, granted by his holi- 
neſs, upon all weighty occaſions; which ſome 
queazy ſtomacks ( ſuch as Gerſow and Eraſ- 
waſes ) do not well digeſt , miſtaking the 
term, and calling them diflipations. Well fare 
yer the zeal of a learned Spaniard, Martin Al. 
phonſusVivalans, who fles fiercely in the face 
of one of their greateſt Biſhops, for making 
queſtion of the lav.ſh exerciſe of the Popes 
power in this kind, P:js auribas, &c. It is 
offenſive to pious ears ( ſaith he) which is 
ſpoken by a moſt reverend Biſhop of Spain, 
Dominican by profeſſion z who handling the 
queſtion wherher the Pope may erre; I would 
ro God ( ſaith be) that any doubr could be 
made of this concluſion ; but we ſee daily 
come from the Court of Rome ſuch large, 
yea looſe diſpenſations, that the world cannor 
bear them any longer , whereupon the zea- 
lous DoRor beats h:s Candleſtick about the 
ears of this Cenſorious Prelate, twitting him 
with the contrary jadgement of their com- 
mon Mother , the Univerſity of Salawarca: 
Whereas other Catholicks take too tamely the 
heavy cenfures which paſs daily vpon his 
Holineſs in this bebalf : It is a ſtark ſhame to 
ſee, That when Biſhop Fewel ſo long ago hath 
ſo clamorouſly laid open ſuch a rabble of 
groſs and intolerable flacteries ( as be pro- 
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claims them ) faln from the pens of ſome 
Roman Parafites, both Divines, and Canoniſts,

As Cardinal Caſanu could ſay in his time, 
It is no more,burt deferant aurum & argentum, 
C yeportant chartas, Men bring in Silver and 
Gold, and carry our papers. 

Yer a third piece of Papal bounty is the 
granting of extraordinarily high priviledges 
to Princes and States, far better then a Golden 
Roſe upon Dominica Letare ( though daub'd 
over with the pretiouſeſt Balſome , and per- 
fuomed with Musk, and bleſſed with holy wa- 
rer ) which are feoffed not-upon their per- 
ſons only, but their ſucceſſors ; Yer not ſo, 
but upon miſdemeanure they may be revyer- 
ſed; andnpon the neceſliry or greater avail 
of the Church, infringed. The rule is, Paps 
nunquam ligat ſ1ibs manus , The Pope never 
ties bis own hands; thoſe are ſtill lefe ar li- 
berty to tie or untie at pleaſure, So we have 
known more then once, that notwithſtanding 
his engaging himſelf by his free conceſſions, 
yet that he makes bold to take the freedom . 
of doing what heliſts, as the Gravamina Ger- 
ane would make us believe : And here in 
England, (when time was ) the Parliament, 
and eſpecially the Peers complained to, and of 
Pope Junocentins, in the firſt Council of Lyons, 
that Martin bis Lepate, bad injuriouſly vio- 
lated the priviledge granted eſpecially co the 
King of this Realm , by the See Apoſtolique : 
That no perſon ſhould execute the Office of a

Lepate in this Land, unleſs he were eſpecially 
requeſted thereunto, by his Majeſty ; which 
wrong they do ſo ſharply reſent, that they 
ſpeak big words ( if not ſaucy) to his holi- 
neſs; No» poſſumus equanimiter tolerare, nec 
per des pratiam amplins tolerabimns , we nei- 
ther can, nor by Gods grace will ſuffer it ro be 
done any more. And the bold French Law- 
yers, the ſpawn of that refraQarie Sorbone, 
have got a diſtinQtion by the end of Privs- 
legia remwneratoria ; differencing the privi- 
ledges that are yielded upon conſiderations, 
from thoſe that are meerly free and volun- 
tary 5 ſtanding upon it, that if the privi- 
tedge were granted in way of remunerati- 
on and upon a mutual concordate, it is not 
the power of his holineſs to reverſe or vio- 
late it. 

Let them argue the caſe, whom it concerns. 
Bur, certainly, in this laſt and worſt age of 
the world, the great Kings of the earth grow 
reſty, and headtrong, having learnt at laf?, 
to know their own ſtrength, and now having 
got the bir between their teeth, their rider is 
beſt to fit ſure for fear of a fall. 

In the mean time, hitherto, as ſome Popes 
have given out themſelves for the Lords of 
the world ( uſurping the ſpeech of him that 
ſaid, All the Kingdoms of the earth are mine, 
and to whomſoever I will, I deliver them ) 
ſo there have not wanted great Princes which 
have been content to receive the grant and 
confirmation of new Kingdoms from their 
hands ( cum privilegio ad pofſidendum ſolum ) 


and 
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and bave nothing to plead for the propriety 
of their right , in thoſe large territories, 
ſnatche from their heathen owners, bue a 
ſheeps skin ſab Sigilo piſcatoris ; So as theſe 
Beneficiaries cannot but acknowledge our 
Rome the miſtreſs of the world, not more greac 
then bountiful, 

As for other Churches, what have they to 
give? were it not well with them, if chey 
could but hold their own? If ( as the World 
poes ) they can maintain but a bare ſubſi- 

ence npon earth , although, in the mean 
rime, they are confident of a large portion in 
heaven e

unanſwerable to the plarform, For, to be- 
gin with matter of caurion ; Whereas it 
bath alwayes becn ſound dangerous to let:

ledge is anedyetoo!, which unskilfull hands 
cannot tell how to rule , but are rather 
apt to wound themſelves therewith, and 
( as the old axiome runs ) ignorance is the 
mother of Devotion, it hath therefore deen 
the wiſdom of our boly Mother to keep the 
common people blindfold ; and to c:uſe 
them to take up with an implicice faith,

' A S all theſe foregoing priviledges of our 
£ Aboly Mother are apparent enough to 
obſerving eyes, ſo this of unanimity is moſt 
clearly conſpicuous, ſo as all the reſt of the 
world cannot chooſe but fee and wonder, 
and envy; whiles other profeſſions, like to 
drops of water pile in the duft, loſe them- 
ſelves in their divided fingylarity ; the 
Judgements of her Governours and DoRors 
hold together , and bear forward , like a 
ſtrong torrent, whoſe force abides no re- 
ſiſtance. Look upon the Proteſtant Chur- 
ches, you ſhall find them in their miſerable 
ſpoliaries, wallowing in duſt and blood : 
ſix ſeveral wars have paſſed berween them 
in the Euchariſticall quarrels; and with 
what furious bitterneſs they fall Rill vpon 
each other, the world ſees and ſmiles; nei- 
ther can it wiſh better muſick then to hear 
OY a fierce

ters, and a world of 'ſuch Betilam-birds 
as theſe. Theſe miſchiefs of errour and 
diviſion are the unavoidable attendants of 
their Apoſtacy from their Catholique mo- 
ther ; whoſe peaceable ſons hold cloſe roge- 
ther, like the fcales of Leviathan, inſeparable, 
impenetrable. 

It were indeed an hard caſe , if they had 
nothing to plead for themſelves; I confeſs 
they are nor to feek for an anſwer; both 
of Apology and Recrimination , it were a 
deſperate cauſe that could find no Adyocate , 
even lolers may bare leave to talk, though 
to little purpoſe. 

And firſt, for the Diviſion of the Eyangeli- 
cal Churches following their different guidee, 
they would make vs beleve that neither 
Luther nor Calvin is any Saint whom they 
worſhip: that they hate to ſay, Iam Pawls, 
and I am Apollos: that they fcorn to be cal- 
led other then Chriſtian for a name, and Ca- 
tholick for a ſirname; char they juſtly re- 
ſpeRt thoſe Worthies as brethren ; but ſhould 
not, withour much indignation hear them 
called their Fathers or Maſters. 

That for the Diviſions of Rewbes there are 
great thoughts of heart; that they can la- 
ment 
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ment thoſe breaches which they cannot 


make up. 


That their prayers and tears ſhall not 


want for the perfect union of all honeſt and 
faichfull hearts; and we may believe them 
if we liſt. But in the mean time, they would 
face us out , that thoſe quarrels are not 
deadly in themſelves, though over bainouſ- 
ly miſconſirued ; that words are more guilty 
of this ſpiritual «ffray then ſubſtance of 
matter: that none of thoſe litigious points 
rouch upon the foundations of faith : ſo as 
they may well hope, notwithſtanding thoſe 
petty differences to meet with other in hea- 


College eritis ſi ven, and can ſay to the moſt rigid opponents, 
unltis ; ſraties as Optatns laid of the Donariſts, Ye may chooſe

whether you will be our Companions, but ye

As for thoſe other wild SeRaries , they 
profeſs tro hold them as no other then ſo 
many mad men broken ont of Bedlam : and 
rell us that the Church of Exgland makes 
account of no other intereſt in them, then 
a man makes of thoſe Vermin which breed 
out of his excrementitious ſweat, or thoſe 
Aſcarides which are apt to grow in his moſt 
uncleanly parts : and it were well if they 
ſhifred off ſo. But theſe frantick whimſies, 
could be , and their crazy authors will noc 
be ſhaken of with ſomuch eaſe: 

Beſides, they tell us there may be a peace 
not worthy to be boaſted of: Facswnt pacem 
commercia culpe. Combinations in miſchief 
makes 


/ 
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makes robbers and rebels too firmly unani- 
mous : That there is not more. peace at 
Rome then in Hell it ſelf, even char king- 
dome of darkneſs, if ic were divided-in ic 
ſelf ( as our Saviour tells us ) could not ſtand : 
And on earth the wildeſt Beaſts, as Bears, 
Lyons, Tygers , agree well with thole of 
their own kind: And on the contrary there 
may be good muſick in diſcords, The 
Prince of peace had neyer profeſſed to 
come down witch a deſire to ſend fire and 
ſword upon the earth, if thoſe were not in 
ſome caſes both neceſſary and uſefull. If in 
the ſecret commonwealth of a mans own 
boſome there be not an inteſtine war, there 
can never be a true and firm peace, And 
the old rule is, Better a juſt war, then an 
unjuſt peace, 

Farther , they rell us ir is no news to find 
diviſions and quarrels in the Church of 
God; for when ( ſay they ) was it ever other- 
wiſe ſince the two firſt brethren till this pre- 
ſent honr? I wis there needs no heatheoiſh 
fancy of Preadamites, ro maintain the broyls 
of the firſt world; from the ſame loynes was 
that hoſtility raiſed, which ſo much infeſted 
the holy ſeed. Ic was a fition in the Hea- 
then Poet , that Dsſcor took it ill ſhe was 
not called to the banquet of the Gods: ſo 
as only in heaven ſhe is not to be found, 
but to the banquet of men ſhe will be ſure 
to come unſent for ; and to preſs in ſo 
forceably , that it is not truth of Religion 
| K chat 
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that can ſhuther-out : when God had bat 
one viſible Church upon earch, thither- ſhe 
crovded in ', and would be entertained 
( malgr:) inthe unbappy diviſion of the Ten 
Tribes from the two ; Immediatly before 
our Saviour, ſhe thruſts into the families of 
Sammas and Hillel, the two great Maſters'of 
Iſrael , and there raiſed no* leſs then eiph- 
teen quarreils; and that not without bload , 
In the time of Chriſts being, on the earth, 
ſhe prevailed ſo far, 2s forcing her ſelf 
vpon the Jewiſh Church, ſhe fer five ſeveral 
Seas by the ears amongſt them, After-our 
bleſſed Saviours reſurreRion? ſhe ſhouldered 
inro the Chriſtian Churth',- raiſing therein 
threeſcore hereſies ' beſore ' ever Conſtantine 
bleſſed it with a General Councill; although 
( 85 happy was ) it pleaſed God fo ro pr. 
der ir, that by Provincial Synods, in the 
mean time, ſhe was thruſt out by head and 
ſhoulders; And ſince that time, how .over- 
well ſhe hath ſped , tle world is too luch. 
alent a witneſs': Neither was ſhe leſs bafte 
in the Heathen world ;' So as Themiſtins 
juſtly pleaded to the Emperour ( objeRing 
rhe differences maintained amongſt the 
Chriſtians ) thar their number was not- con- 
ſiderable 1n compariſon of ſeveral ſets of 
Philoſophers ( the Divines of thoſe Pagans ) 
and their oppoſice opinions { And wite: Se- 
neca Could juſtly ſay, that the Clocks would 


ſooner agree then the Philoſophers : So as 


they are nor alone in this jarring n——_ 
&y 
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Nay they are ſo bold, as to tell us by the way 
of recrimination, that they fear it will prove 
that their Roman Cenſurers are ſomewhat 
like to Barbers , which can _ with eaſe cur 
other mens hair , but cannot poll them- 
ſelves; and to this purpoſe, they tell us two 
ſhrewd tales : but we may chooſe whether 
we will believe them; The beſt of it is, 
they are no points of faith: The one is, thar 
the Romaniſts bale on their own ſore, be- 
ing themſelyes guilty of what they taxe in 
others : The other , thart the Courſes they 
cake to hold up their pretended agreement 
are ſuch, as make their hollow concord nor 
worth boaſting of. 

For the firſt, they ſay ( whereas we-twit 
them wah our Quakers and Ranters) Thar 
they have been themſelves infeſted with as 
wild cattell as ever the Proteſtane Church 
was ; For inſtance, they tell us of the Fratri- 


ning in the parts of 7taly, in the time of Pope 
Benedift the eleventh, and Albert the firlt 
Emperour, whoſe dorine and pratiſe was 
ro ailow, and uſe promiſcuous beaſilinels ; 
The manner whereof was, that they drew 
together ſuch handſome women whom 
they had ſeduced, both widdows and vir- 
gins into ſome ſecret rooms for the pur-

Vargas ) ſtrongly abetted, the 
one by the great ones of Spain, and both by
